of lieutenant in the National Army, and he was 
murdered, and the murder was planned and 
carried out in a manner so treacherous and 
revolting that it would disgrace a tribe of 
savages. 

The murder took place on a stormy night 
in December, and preparations for the crime 
were made some 36 hours previous to its hap- 
pening. Gaffney had beensentfrom Tralee to 
Castleisland early in that week, probably in 
consequence of the murder of vio Guard 
Sergeant Woods, a crime committed by raiders 
who attacked the police station. At Castle- 
island there were about twenty-five soldiers 


“AN EXPEDITION,” 

It appeared that Gaffney gave orders to the 
military driver with the party, a man named 
McNeill, to get a lorry ready as he (Gaffney) 
aud some men wanted to go on an expedition. 
The party set out from Castleisland about six 
o'clock, and included Gaffney, his fellow- 
bane (O'Shea), Sergeant Michael O'Shea, 

IcCusker, Leene and Daniel Brosnan. When 
they got to a crosa roads, about a guarter of 
a mile from Scartaglin, they got out of the 
lorry, which was left in McNeill’s charge. 
In this expedition there was nothing to show 
that the men were soldiers. They were not 
in uniform. However, by Gaffney’s orders 
tae carried rifles, and Gafiney himself car- 
ried a weapon of infernal reputation, a Peter- 
the Painter automatic pistol. McNeill, the 
driver, was the only one in uniform, but he 
carried no arms. 

As they proceeded from the crossroads to 
the village Gaffney said to McCusker, “ You 
may be known; stay here with the driver,” 
and he said to the driver, “Don't be alarmed 
if you hear any shots.” As they approached 
the house of the parents of the murdered boy, 
Gaffney handed his revolver to Leen, whose 
rifle he took in exchange. — Two of the men 
entered Brosnan’s house, where the family 
were sitting at the kitchen fire, and Leen 
asked Cornelius Brosnan if his son was at 
home.. “ No,” said the farmer, “ he is gone 
down to his grandmother's,” and he took 
Leen out and escorted. him to the house 
where the boy was. The boy walked out 
with Leen, and the father saw that they were 
followed by two other men. 

They came back to Brosnan’s house and 
asked for drink, and then Leen said to the 
boy, “Tom, come out. I want to speak to 
you.” They went outside the door, and 
Leen said to the father, “I want to speak to 
your son privately; he will be back in four 
or five minutes.”’ i

On the 12th December there was a military 
inquiry into the matter at Tralee, and 
Gaffney warned McNeill, the driver, who 
knew nothing about the crime, that if he ad- 
mitted that & had taken out the lorry that 
night he would be treated as Brosnan had 
been treated. Gaffney was the man who con- 
cocted the crime—the arch-criminal, and he 
would be guilty in law, even if he had had 
no actual hand in the killing. 

Robert McNeill, replying to Mr, White, 
stated that on the 5th December he was a 
military motor driver, and drove Gaffney, 
Volunteer O'Shea and Sergeant O'Shea from 
Castleisland to the crossroads near Scarta- 

lin. The three got out of the car and 
walked to Scartaglin, witness driving back 
to Castleisland. Early next morning he was 
again ordered by Gaffney to drive a party. 
Again, at 4 o’clock that evening, Gafiney 
directed the witness to get the car ready for 
operations. The witness drove Gaffney and 
five other men to Scartaglin. At the cross- 
roads the six of them got out of the car. 
Gaffney, Leen, the two O’Sheas, and Daniel 
Brosnan. went to Scartaglin. Before going 
Gaffney ‘told witness not to be alarmed if he 
heard shots. It was about 5.30 o'clock when 
the men left for Scartaglin. and they re- 
turned to the car about 6.30. He then 
drove them back to Castleisland. 


GAFFNEY’S WARNING, 

On December -11 the witness was taken to 
Ballymullen to attend an inquiry held by his 
superior officer. Gaffney warned him not to 
cay that the car was oub on the night of the 
6th December unless he wanted something to 
happen him. He told his superior officer that 
the car was not out that night, but that was 

a true statement. 

ae Bee McCusker, a volunteer in the National 
Army, stationed at Castleisland, said that on 
their last trip on the 6th December all the 
members of the party, except Gaffney, who 
had a “ Peter-the-Painter” revolver, were 
armed with rifles, The driver was unarmed. 
Arriving at the cross-roads, Lopry Ó told the 
party to proceed in the direction of artaglin, 
directing the witness to stay with the car. 

McNeill also stayed with the car. ; 
the return joutney to Castleisland, 
Gafiney, who was sitting next the driver, 
speaking to the men on the car, said: “ Dont 
hing about ‘c that fellow.

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Brosnan got to where Gaffney was Leen 
stopped and appeared convetse with 
Gaffney for a few minutes.

After a 
little while Gaffney and Volunteer O’Shea 
came up, and Gafiney said to Leen: '"' You 
did not ‘crease’ that man right at all. I 
had to do it myself. I put two more shots 
through him.” Gaffney, when they went

- PLAINTIFFS’ CASE OPENED. 

Serjeant Hanna, with whom were Mr.

Martin Maguire (instructed by Messrs. James 
O’Connor and Co.), opening the case on be- 
half of Foran and others against Larkin, said 
that the question to be decided lay within 
a very limited compass. The plaintiffs were 
Thomas Foran, illiam O’Brien, Daniel 
Clancy, Michael Duffy, Michael Hill, Thomas 
Kennedy, Michael cCarthy, and Thomas 
Ryan, who constituted the officers and Execu- 
tive Committee of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, with the exclusion 
of the General Recmaaeey «.

Larkin was General Secretary up to the 
11th June, on which day he was suspended 
as such. The claim that the plaintiffs made 
was for a declaration that they were the 
lawful trustees, officers, and executive of the 
Transport Workers’ Union, and that as such 
they were entitled to the premises, 55 Parnell 
square, Dublin, and Liberty Hall, and reason- 
able access thereto, to carry on the manage- 
ment and business of the said trades union. 
Their second claim was for an injunction to 
restrain the defendant and the — acting 
as. his agents from preventing them entering 
upon the premises and conducting the busi- 
ness they were entitled to do. 

It was general knowledge in Dublin, said 
Serjeant Hanna, that Mr. Larkin, with 
others, was the founder of the union, and was 
a leading member and genera! seceretary up 
to 1914, when he left this country and went 
to America. There he remained until April 
28, 1923. While he was away he held, with 
the good-will of those here, the position of 
general secretary, aitd the salary was paid 
for the support of his family in this country 
when he was away, but it would appear that 
when he came back in April he took up at 
once an aggressive attitude towards those who 
had been associated with him, and during the 
month of May there were two or three very 
stormy meetings—what are called’ branch 
meetings—in Dublin, at which Mr. Larkin 
made very serious charges against the presi- 
dent, Mr. Foran; the treasurer, Mr. O'Brien; 
and, generally, against the executive. _ 

PHYS CAL CONTROL,

Serjeant Hanna—Quite so, my lord: we 
obtained an interim order on the 12th, then 
on the 18th Mr. Justice Powell heard a fully 
argued motion for an interlocutory injunction, 
which was granted, pending the trial of the 
action for the taking of forcible possession. of 
the premises. 

Counsel said that this trouble had arisen 
because the union, according to the rules, 
could not be controlled by a dictator in 
Dublin, but by branches al! over the country. 

GENERAL TREASURER’S EVIDENCE. 

Alderman William O’Brien, examined by 
Mr. Brown, gave evidence with respect to the 
rules of the Transport Union. He stated 
that he had been acting as General Treasurer 
oi the Transport Union since February, 1919.

DAIL FUNDS. 


THE OWNERSHIP OF 10,000 


DOLLARS. 


Before the Master of the Rolls. 

The case of Fogarty v. O'Donoghue was 
listed to fix the date of hearing. The action 
was brought with respect to certain funds 
raised in America, 4 lodged in the names 
of the trustees, Most Rev. Dr. . Fogarty, 
Bishop of Killaloe; Mr. de Valera, and Mr. 
Stephen O’Mara. The action was originally 
brought by the Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, 
Richard Hayes, Liam T, “MacCosgair, and 
John Collins, | plaintiffs, against Daithi 
O’Donoghue, Eamon de Valera, and Stephen 
O’Mara, defendants, for a declaration that 
the sum of 10,000 dollars (collected: in 
America), given by the late Michael Collins, 
then Minister for Finance of Dail Eireann, to 
the defendant, Daithi O’Donoghue, and lodged 
in the Munster and Leinster Bank, O'Connell 
street, Dublin, constituted part of the funds 
of Dail Fireann; and for an account of all 
other securities and moneys received by the 
defendants from the Trustees of Dail Éireann 
or the Minister for Finance. 

The matter has been the subject of various 
applications to the Court. 

Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C., on behalf of the 
Free State Government, stated that the case 
now listed had reference to the ownership of, 
or right to, certain Dail Eireann funds. The 

laintiffs claimed them as Trustees of Dail 

ireann, and the defendants contended that 
they were the trustees of the funds. He sug- 
ested that the hearing of the case might be 
xed for the 11th of March, and if that date 
should not be found convenient, another could 
be arranged later. His friend, Mr. Conner, 
K.C., who appeared on the other side, did 
not, he understood, object to the date men- 
tioned. 

Mr. Conner—I only appear for one of the 
defendants, Mr. O’ Mara. 

The Master of the Rolls said that he did 
not know anything about the case. 

Mr. Sullivan—It is only Mr. O’Mara who 
is now defending the action; Mr. O'Donoghue 
and Mr. de Valera are not. 

The Master of the Rolls fixed the trial for 
lith March, and. made the cross-orders for 
discovery.

THE POSSESSION OF A 


MANAGER'S HOUSE, 

King's Bench Division— Before Mr. Justice Samuels. 
r, Leonard, K.O., with whom was Mr. 
FAw.' G.-Shannon (instructed by Messrs, Fenton 
and Lyons), applied on behalf of the Gaslight 
Company of Sligo for liberty to enter final 
judgment against Frank Browne and Hannah 
rowne for possession of premises in Wine 
street, Sligo. Counsel moved on the affidavit 
of Edward J. Tighe, chairman of the board of 
directors of the plaintiff company, who stated 
that their premises were situated in Wine 
street, and a portion consisted of a dwelling- 
house which the company had been in the 
habit: of allowing their manager for the time 
being to occupy during the term of his em- 
—— with the plaintiffs. The defendant, 
rank Browne, was appointed as manager in 
March, 1912. There was no agreement in 
writing, but the terms were embodied in a 
minute of the directors of the company on the 
16th March, 1912, wherein it was stated that 
the defendant, Frank Browne, was appointed 
as manager at a salary of £150 per annum, 
with free house, fuel and light, on condition 
that he devoted the whole of his time to the 


equivalent in salary, to terminate the engage- 
ment on either side. He and his sister went 
Into possession of the house. In October, 
1923, almost al! the company’s employés went 
on strike, and it was generally believed that 
the strike was a political demonstration to 
induce the Free State Government to release 
the political prisoners. On the same night 
some of the directors found the military in 
possession of the gas works, and Frank Browne 
was instructed to render all assistance in his 
power to the military to facilitate them in 
rotecting the premises. The deponent was 
informed that the defendant said that he 
would rather leave the company’s employment 


upon he left the premises and the town. His 
sister was still in possession of the dwelling- 
house, A new manager had been appointed. 
The defendant, in an affidavit, denied that the 
directors who dismissed him were legally ap- 
pointed. He also denied that he refused to 
work with the military, but said that, the 
making of gas being a technical process, he 
would not undertake the responsibility of 
Supervision unless he was allowed to remain 
in control of the men engaged in its manu- 


facture. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Gerard Burke (instructed by Mr. Sean 
O hUadhaigh), appeared for the defendants, 
and contended jt was not a case in which a 
final judgment order should be granted.

Partition and Railways. 


At the annual. general meeting of the 
Great Northern Railway Company yester- 
day the Chairman, Mr. W. P. Cairnes, 
was able to congratulate the shareholders. 
Actual profits for the year amounted to 
£501,972, as compared with £318,023, 
while passengér receipts reached £812,837 
~-an increase of. £76,683 over last year’s 


| figures.’ "Phe ‘chief reason for this revival 


of business was the improvement in 
general conditions on both sides of the 
frontier, and Mr. Cairnes paid a tribute 
to the good work which had been done by 
the Free State arid the Northern Govern- 
ments.in restoring order in their respec- 
tive areas. Another reason for increased 
profits was the Dublin dockers’ strike, 
from which the Great Northern Railway 
benefited considerably. Apart altogether 
from these things, however, the company 
has had an excellent year. Its greatest diffi- 
culty at present is caused by the necessity 
of paying double income tax, The Great 
Northern Railway Company operates in 
Northern ast Southern Ireland; and must 
pay income tax to both States, It is true that 
rebates may be obtained and that some help 
has been derived from the Double Taxa- 
tion (Relief) Order No.,1, which was passed 
by Dail ‘Eireann in April of last year; 
but the complications of thevarrangement 
are considerable. Mr. Caiftnes declared 


unpolitic, inflicting much, undeserved 
hardship on a large. number of share- 
holders.’’ 

The existence of the Great Northern 
Railway constitutes a standing argument 
against permanent partition in. Ireland. 
When the Boundary Conference adjourned 
in London ten days ago, on the 
understanding that it would reassemble 
within a month, we suggested that there 
were several matters of common concern

Libraries in Ireland. 

The re-opening of the National Library 
has given general satisfaction. Thomas 
Hobbes’s assertion. that, “if I read as 
much as other men, I should be as ignorant 
as they, ' has not. the assent of modern 


thinkers. The Carnegie. United Kingdom 


Trust publishes to-day its ‘Report on 


the Public Library System of Great 
Britain and Ireland -(1921-1923).”” The 


report contains an important plea for co- 


ordination between the borough (stationary) 
and the county (circulating) schemes. The 
aim of the rural library is to take books 
to villages whose people cannot visit any 
central library ; but since the war funds 
have been scanty, and many such libraries 
have been unable to replenish their stocks. 
The Trustees have used their available 
funds to establish and develop the county 
system. They adyocate a policy of co- 
operative buying, supplemented by a 
system of mutual loans and regular ex- 
change of catalogues of new books, to meet 
the poverty that threatens public libraries 
in small country towns. There has been 
an increase in rates to support public 
libraries from a limit of 1d, in the £ to 


ód. generally, and to. 6d. in Irish county 


boroughs. The Trustees’ report acknow- 
ledges a vigorous development in the Free 
State and Northern Ireland during 1922-23 
and forecasts legislation on the subject in 
the near future. With this effort we are 
in hearty sympathy. Returns show that 
a rate of one penny, or less, is charged in 
ten cases in Ireland, and a rate of 2hd., 
or more, in five cases. Throughout the 
British Isles only 20.6 per cent. of the 
rates exceed twopence. Dublin registers 
the highest rate in the British Isles— 
namely, sixpence in‘ the pound; and 
Rathmines and Kilkenny have a ‘three- 
penny rate. The report draws atten- 


‘tion to the high relative expenditure of 


money and space. on newspapers and 
periodicals. In Ireland, out. of a total 
of twenty-nine libraries, sixteen spend 
more money on periodicals than on books. 
In Wales the proportion is even higher, 
while in England and Scotland it, is con- 
siderably lower. The view is advanced 
in the report that casual readers of sport- 
ing news cost more than borrowers: of 
books. Returns show that 24 out of 28 
libraries in Ireland pay no rent, rates 
ór taxes. In England 215 out of 283 pay 
no rent and 70 no rates or taxes, The 
Trustees have sanctioned grants to 59 
counties—29 in England and Wales, 23 
in Scotland, and seven—Antrim, Donegal, 
Fermanagh, Kilkenny, Londonderry, Sligo 
and Wexford—in Ireland, An exhaustive 
table of statistics, compiled from schedules 
issued in the spring of 1923, is appended 
to the report; but the figures from Ire- 
land, unfortunately, are sparse. Belfast 
County Borough has the best. stocked 
public library in Ireland, with 116,093 
volumes; and the total issue of books for 
one year was 726,877. The income was 
£21,755 and the expenditure £21,129. 
Dublin County Borough, with £28,406, 
registers the largest income. Of smaller 
towns Limerick and Dundalk record the 
greatest activity, with annua] issues of 
21,015 and 21,400 books respectively. The 
Carnegie Trustees deserve every possible 
support in their excellent work. Carlyle 
said: “‘The modern university is a collec- 
tion of books.” .Mr. Carnegie’s munificence 
aspired to bring such a “university within 
the reach ol our poorest citizens,

Favete Linguis. 


On Tuesday the sarcophagus of King 
Tutankhamen was opened and his gorgeous 
coffin was exposed to mortal eye for the 
first time in thirty-two centuries. As The 
Times reminds us, the people of Israel 
were still bond-slaves to Egypt when the 
lid was sealed upon this stern defender 
of the ancient gods. The reward of Mr. 
Howard ‘Carter's toil is finer than he can 
have dared to hope; for this coffin is the 
greatest archeological discovery of our 
time, and its contents cannot fail to illu- 
minate the remoter vistas of sacred and 
profane history. If the sarcophagus had 
been empty, the revulsion from high hope 
to blank disappointment would have run 
around the world. It'is a thousand pities 
that, although the coffin has been found, 
its discovery has been attended by .an 
anti-climax that must grieve sensitive 
minds. The process of research was con- 
ducted in a spirit so reverent, and almost, 
as the revealing hour approached, so awe- 
stricken, that the sudden news of Mr. 
quarrel with the Egyptian 
authorities has the effects.of a physical 
blow. He had arranged that authorised 
visitors should be admitted to the tomb 
during ten days of the present month ; 
but now the tomb is closed again, and the 
work of the archeologists has been brought 
to a stand-still. Mr. Carter has, been 
moved to this drastic step by what he 
describes as the “impossible xestrictions 
of the Egyptian 
Government’s Public Works Department 
and its Antiquarian Service. We may assume 
that, the Government’s. control over the 
treasures of the tomb is not in dispufe ; 
but, apparently, it-has sought to invade 
Mr. Carter’s authority in the conduct of 


‘the researches and the admission of visitors. 


No doubt, these matters. were settled by 
contract, and the validity of contracts can 
be tested in courts of law. Such’ contro- 
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cabs on the city hasards and to comply 
with the restrictions and regulations which 
will give them the legal status of hackney 
carriages. The police authorities, we 
understand, will offer no resistance to the 
innovation. They have prepared a schedule 
of fares; but this cannot take effect until 
it has been ratified by the Recorder of 
Dublin. Thirty days’. notice of the appli- 
cation for the Recorder's sanction must 
be given to the City Council, and within 
that period it.can lodge any objections that 
may occur to it. The matter will be raised 
at the Council meeting next Monday, and 
the debate will be interesting if it throws 
some light on the influences which during 
so many years have deprived Dublin of 
one of thé most useful conveniences of 
modern civilisation. We are quite certain 
that the whole body of citizens will rejoice 
if taxi-cabs are permitted to ply. in the 
streets, and that the success of the enter- 
prise will be assured from the first day. 
Nothing astonishes our English and foreign 
visitors more than the discovery that the 
capital city of Ireland lacks an amenity 
of progress that flourishes in every small 
town throughout Great Britain and the 
Continent. Our citizefis have a traditional 
affection. for their jaunting car, but there 
is no room in the busy and striving life of 
to‘day for monopolies that can be—and 
sometimes are—abused. The announce- 
ment which we make to-day marks, as we 
hope, the beginning of the end of an 
unpopular anachronism..

BROADCASTING REPORT. 


 TO-DAY'S DEBATE IN THE 
DAIL. 


By Our Poriticat CORRESPONDENT. 
Matter for an interesting debate is provided 
in the report of the Special Committee on 
Wireless Broadcasting, which the Dail is to 


‘consider to-day. The motion, in which the 


House will be asked to agree with the re- 
port, will be proposed by the Chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. Padraig O’ Maille. 

The discussion is not likely to end before 
three-fourths of the members have expressed 
their views on the matter, and one is led to 
believe that some of those views will be 
worth the hearing.

Socialist Misgivings. 


There are murmurings of disapproval 
among the extreme Socialists with regard 
to several points in the programme of the 
Government as presented by the Prime 
Minister yesterday. In several directions 
it does not. synchronise with the policy 
put forward by individual Socialists at the 
general election. What Mr. Macdonald 
said was far too moderate for these mem- 
bers, and some things that they would 
have liked mentioned were ignored. 
Much was heard at the election with re 
gard to the evacuation of Lrak and Pales- 
tine, and we were promised that all the 
money which could be saved in those 
lands would be put in our own pockets. 
There is little prospect, however, of a 
change, and it is believed that both the 
Prime Minister and the Colonial Secretary 
hold the view that no alteration should 
be made in the mandated territories. 


The Ordeal of Office. 


Mr. Macdonald had only one question 
to answer in the House of Commons this 
afternoon, but his voice sounded rather 
tired and thin, It is becoming clear that, 
like the proverbial new broom, the Prime 
Minister in trying to do too much, He is 
nearly sixty, and in taking on one of the 
most responsible posts in the world he 
suddenly throws aside all exercise ard 
outdoor life, and binds himself to his 
desk for about fifteen hours a day. Mir. 
Macdonald is a very strong and vigorous 
man, but the strain of his new life is a 
very trying one, 


The Dock Criéis. 


I spoke to.some of the Labour members 
to-day concerning the dock strike, and was 
struck by their pessimistic outlook. They 
hope that the trouble will be settled, but 
fear that it will not. The Government, 
through the Ministry of Labour, is making 
almost desperate efforts to avert what 
would be a national disaster, and inclines 
to the idea that its efforts will be crowned 
with success. If a strike is brought about, 
it is likely to be more serious for the 
public than it imagines; for the road 
transport men will become involved almost 
at once, thus carrying the strike into an 
area not originally contemplated. 


Disputes at Luxor. 


The great discoveries of Mr. Howard 
Carter have reached a climax with the 
opening of the tomb of Tutankhamen at 
Luxor, and with the crowning of a task 
of years comes an anti-climax. Mr. Carter 
announces that he will discontinue his 
investigations owing to the discourtesies 
and impossible restrictions imposed by the 
Egyptian Government. It will be a great 
misfortune if Mr, Carter should feel con 
pelled to carry out his threat; for | 
work has resulted in such important <i> 
coveries, with the promise of more, 1! 
the cessation of it would be a loss 
civilisation. The work at Luxor might, «/ 
course, be completed by the Egyptia” 
(Government, but that would scarcely be 
the same thing. 

The public does not realise, perhaps 
that Mr. Carter has been at work fcr 
something like seventeen years. That 
period has elapsed since, with Lord Ca) 
narvon, he began to dig in Egypt; and 
most of the years were dull and without 
event until November, 1922. Mr. Carter, 
however, has achieved distinction apart 
from his archeological work; for he is a 
painter of some repute and a Fellow of 
the Zoological Society. Among his dis- 
coveries in Egypt were the tombs of 
Mentuhetep and Thothmes IV.

SEPARATISTS TRAPPED IN 
BURNING BUILDING.

COLOGNE, Wednesday. 

Terrible scenes, recalling the most dramatic 
episodes of the French revolution, were wit- 
nessed last night at Pirmasens, a town of 
some. 40,000 inhabitants, on the Bavarian 
palatinate. 

The entire population, knowing that French 
protection of the Separatists had been with- 
drawn, turned out en masse, determined to 
clear the town of their oppressors.

Immediately darkness fell the Pirmasens 
Citizens’ Defence Corps, armed only with 
clubs and sticks, launched their attack, and 
were met with the revolver and rifle fire of 
the Separatists. Several of the assailants 
were killed and wounded. 

The barricades were then sprayed with 
petrol, and set on fire. The flames quickly 
spread to the lower floors of the building. 
When the place was well alight the 
Separatists ceased shooting, and clamoured 
for mercy; but no miyrcy was shown.

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DUBLIN PROPERTY LOSSES IN 


‘TROUBLED YEAR. 


The claims under the Damage to Property 
Act, 1923, heard by the Recorder of Dublin 
yesterday were chiefly for small. amounts in 
respect of damage, seizure of goods, etc., in 
various parts of the city. 

The awards included—£750 to the Mater 
Carnival Committee in respect of damage to 
their office in Sackville street; £400 to Mr.

Department and its Antiquity Service, all my 
collaborators, in protest, have refused to 
‘work any further upon the scientific investiga- 
tions .of “the discovery of the tomb of 
Tut-Ankh-Amen. I, therefore, am obliged to 
make known to the public that immediately 
after the Press view of the tomb this morn- 
ing; between 10 a.m. and noon, the tomb: will 
be closed, and no further work carried out, 
Fá (Signed) “ HowARD Cartes.” 
"To the general public this came‘ as a 
‘tremendous surprise, but not so to those who 
'knew something of what has gone on during 
the past four months, and-of the attitude 
which the Egyptian Government recently 
adopted towards this work. The causes are, 
indeed, of long standing, and a letter, ad- 
dressed by Mr. Carter to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment on the third instant, illuminatingly 
lights the circumstances leading up to this 
incident, and the troubles which have been 
caused to him and his colleagues.

I say 
with regret, because it a to me that 
the most dignified, as well as more prudent 
course would have been to postpone all dis- 
pute as to the ultimate destination of the 
treasures found until the continued existence 
of the treasures themselves should have been 
secured. .

scientific work of recording the objects to 
consider what I still regard as a matter of 
altogether secondary importance—the question 
of the legal rights whereto the discovery has 
given rige. ae. 

“T find that Law No. 14 of 1912, Article 
11, provides :—

order. The subject had been diseussed at the 
Liberal meeting in the morning, where Mr. 
Asquith and his supporters agreed upon 
taking this line. . 

The impression created by Mr. Asquith’s 
speech in the Hoyge of Commons deepened 
during the evening, and the Government 
recognised that they are faced with the first 
crisis of their career. Mr.. Wheatley is 
understood to be in an unbending, and even 
a defiant, frame of mind. His loss could not 
be viewed lightly by Mr. MacDonald, for if 
he went out of the Cabinet he would form a 
focus for the whole Cyldeside discontent. On 
the other hand, Mr. Asquith’s declaration 
that the matter is of capital importance is a 
clear signal of danger for the Government. 

A part of Mr. Wheatley’s case is that the 
highest legal advice is to the effect that the 
surcharge with which the Poplar (Guardians 
were threatened is illegal. The Cabinet met 
late to-night to consider the situation, and a 
statement may be made

The debate on the Prime Minister's state- 
ment of policy was resumed by Mr. Baldwin, 
who was inclined to doubt, from the cheery 
faces on the Front Bench, whether Mr. 
Macdonald and his followers fully realised 
the responsibilities they hed -undertaken. 
He devoted the main part of his speech to 
unemployment and Russia. As to the first, 
he said that the Government, failing to find 
a cure-all, were proposing to make the pallia- 
tives more palatable to the suffering patients. 
In regard to Russia, it seemed to him that 
the Government were running a risk. Those 
ccuntries, he said, which owed us money were 
watching closely our attitude with reference 
to Russia, which might post or cancel 
any hope of collecting any debts from our 
late Allies. It was all very well to talk of 
resuming trade with Russia, but prospective 
traders would require guarantees, and. these 
so far did not seem to be forthcoming. 

Mr. Asquith, amid loud Liberal cheers, 
crossed the floor of the House and took u 
his old position at the table, with the despatch 
box fronting him. The right hon. gentleman 
seemed to think the step called for a little 
explanation. Apart from the traditions and 
conventions of the House, there were, he 
observed, .two reasons which made “it 
un acceptable position. In. the first 
place,. you can see your opponents— 
derisive Conservative cheers—‘‘ and, in the 
second place, you can see your friends.”’ 
This was, of course, a reference to the mem- 
bers of the Liberal Party sitting below the 
gaugway on the Government side of the 
House. 

Mr. Asquith declared that there were two 
sets of people who would be thoroughly dis- 
appointed with the Premier’s speech: The 
first was that set who had come to the con- 
clusion that the accession of a Labour Go- 
vernment. meant a falling of slics, and a be- 
ginning of every form of anarchy and con- 
fiseation. The second set were, perhaps, more 
numerous outside. They were the ardent 
spirits who thought the flowery finger of 
dawn would be discerned the moment his 
right hon. friend became Prime Minister. 

r. Asquith, however, made it apparent 
that all was not quite well. regarding the 
relations between himself and those he had 
helped to place in power. He disagreed in 
toto with the action the Government had 
taken regarding Poplar, and stated that, un- 
less the Government reconsidered the matter, 
there was not the slightest chance of their 
Administrative Act receiving the countenance 
or approval of the House of Commons. 

He asked that a day should be given for 4 
debate on the subject, which he regarded as 
one of canaiaieabln importance, as affecting 
not only Poplar, but many other unions where 
s milar conditions existed. 

Mr. Clynes, as Leader of the House, pro- 
mised that facilities for such a debate would 
be given. He dealt briefly with the general 
topics that had been raised, and agreed that 
the question of a capital levy could not be 
approached without national approval. He 
denied that the action of the Government to- 
wards Russia was one of surrender. The 
policy was directed to a settlement of out- 
standing differences between the two nations. 

Lady Astor welcomed the ‘Premier's state- 
ment on social questions, and she suggested 
that he should make an endeavour to place 
capital and labour on better terms. The 
debate carried on until a quarter past eight 
o'elock, when Mr. Wardlaw Nii'ne moved a 
resolution urging the appointment of an 
expert committee to inquire into the most 
effectual way of protecting our home indus- 
tries from foreign competition. i 

Mr. Alexander, for the Government, thought 
it a waste of time to debate a subject which 
had already been decided by the country. 

Mr, Samuel Roberts rosé a few minutes to 
eleven, with the evident inténtion of talkin 
out the resolution, but the Labour -hd Liberal 
members were out for a d.visien, and the 
Speaker accepted the closure motion moved.by 
Mr. Lansbury. 

The resolution was. negatived by 290 to 103. 


IN THE LORDS.

COMPENSATION CLAIM 
. HEARING ENDS, 
H—— 


(SPECIAL TELEGRAM.) 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Concluding the hearing cf the claim by 
Mr. Art O’Brien for compensation in respect 
of wrongful imprisonment, in London yester- 
day, Lord Justice Atkin, President of the 
irish Deportees’ Compensation Tribunal, 
declared that Mr. O’Brien had conducted. his 
case with much courtesy and considerable 
ability, He saw no reason why the docu- 
ments referred to in the application should 
not be returned to Mr. O’Brien. 

His lordship added that Mr. O’Brien had 
been put to very great strain in condutting 
his case, and he thought it would be advis- 
mi to provide him with a good, substantial 
meal, 

“I have strict orders not to allow him to 
purchase any food,’’ was the cold comment 


of the chief warder in charge of Mr. O’Brien 


on the generous observations of the President. 

At the commencement of the hearing 
Inspector O'Donnell, .of the Special. Branch 
of Scotland Yard, giving evidence as to what 
happened when Mr. O’Brien arrived at 
Holyhead from Dublin, said that. Mr. O’Brien 
was not assaulted in his presence. There 
was a struggle on the Holyhead platform, but 
it was inevitable owing to Mr. O’Brien’s own 
conduct. He ‘showed very considerable 
violence, and it was necessary to hold “him 
by the shoulder and arms, 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Brien, the wit- 
ness said that his prisoner demanded to travel 


first ciass, and on being told: that other 


arrangements had been made he ‘became 
violent and refused to go into a third class 
compartment. The witness took him by the 
arm, and a struggle ensued, in which Mr. 


O’Brien tried to get away from him and~hit 


him at the back of his wrist. In the course 
of the train journey Mr. O’Brien complained 
of the condition of his hand and asked for 
water to bathe it. 

Detective Sergeant John O'Sullivan, also of 

the Special Branch of Scotland Yard, ‘said 
that on the occasion of Mr. O’Brien’s ‘arrival 
at Holyhead he was on the platform when he 
heard shouting, and saw Mr. O’Brien 
struggling with Inspector O’Donnell.' 
_ Detective Foster, Scotland Yard,’ corrobo- 
rated the evidence of the other police officers 
as to what occurred at Holyhead. He was 
kicked by Mr. O’Brien, who was so violent 
that the witness was surprised. 

This concluded the evidence for the Crown. 

Mr. Giveen, addressing the Court for the 
Crown, said the central facts of the case wére 
that Mr. O’Brien was illegally arrested on 
suspicion, but that he was tried shortly 
afterwards for an offence and given the maxi- 
mum sentence which the law allowed. 
Counsel argued that some of the special 
claims made by Mr. O’Brien in respect of 


s. costs were excessive, and ought not to be re- 


coverable. With regard to the décuments 
which had been referred to, he contended that 
they were of no monetary value. He also 
contested a claim made in respect of. legal 
advice which Mr. O’Brien obtained in Ireland. 

The President here observed that he thought 
when a man was arrested, as in this case, it 
was reasonable for him to take advice in 
Ireland as to what action he could take in 
Ireland. 

Mr. O’Brien, addressing the Court in reply, 
said he was sorry if he given any 
annoyance to the Court by entering upon 
subjects relating to Irish political affairs. He 
however, considered it his duty to himself and 
to- his fellow-deportees to bring forward some 
things in order to make the case of the-de- 
ported properly understood, and to make 
possible a review of all the circumstances and 
of all the awards 

As to the documents which had been taken 
from him, he understood that the document 
relative to his appointment by the Republican 
Government would be returned when these 
proceedings had finished. There were, how- 
ever, other documents which Mr Giveen said 
had no mogetary value. These contained 
certain information, without which he might 
be considerably damaged. ‘He asked the 
Tribunal to accept the advice of the man who 
said—“ Let us«pay like gentlemen,’’. observ- 
ing that it was a pity that Mr. Giveen should 
appear to be like a cheese-paring. coster. 

Mr. O’Brien mentioned that his net ¢x- 
penses in connection with his deportation 
could not be less than £1,300. As to. the 
olice account of what occurred at Holyhead, 
Mr. O’Brien suggested that the officers who 
had given evidence had not told the truth. 
The main poirt, he submitted, was that of the 
illegal deportation, and that, to “some. ex- 
tent, resolved itself into the method by which 
it was carried out and the anxiety involved. 

The hearing concluded as above stated. 
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_ The, Housing Bill: was further debated

CLEARING SACKVILLE STREET 
RUINS. 


In the Dail. yesterday, Alderman Byrne 
asked the President if he would state what 
steps were being taken to clear the sites in 
O’Connell street; if any arrangement had 
been made between the owners and the Office 
of Public Works for the clearance ; if building 
contractors would have an oppoftunity ol 
competing for the work; and if steps would 
‘be taken to speed up an early start. 

President Cosgrave said that before any 
scheme for the clearing of the sites of the «le- 
stroyed buildings in O’Connell street was 
undertaken, the consent of the building 
owners must be obtained.. A number of 
points had arisen which would probably take 
some weeks to settle, but the Government 
was making every effort to expedite settle- 
ment: and, if the scheme proceeded, it was 
proposed that the contract. should be made 
on competitive tenders. 


TRUNK ROADS. 


Answering a question by Mr, P. W. Shaw, 
President Cosgrave said that it was hoped 
to notify. each County Council within the next 
few days of the amount allocated to them for 
the improvement of trunk roads. It will 
then’ be for the Councils to submit, without 
delay, suitable schemes, subject to the condi- 
tions laid down. Immediately the schemes 
are approved, and if the Councils have com- 
plied -with the conditions governing the 
schemes, advances will be made from the 
grant to enable work to be started. No 
regulations regarding wages in connection 
with the large grants about to be notified 
have yet been officially circulated, and we 
have no definite information as to the wages 
which will be agreed upon by the. County 
Councils 6f Westmeath end Longford. Once 
the scheme is set going the expediting of

PUBLIC SAFETY. 


ANOTHER BILL INTRODUCED. 

Mr. .O’ Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
asked permission to introduce the Public 
Safety’“Punishment of Offenders) Temporary 
Bill, 1934. “He said that it was a bill to make 
period for the 
punishment of certain offences, and for other 
matters connected’ with the preservation of 
the public safety and the protection of person 
and property. 

The Public Safety Act, 1923, he said, ex- 
pired.on the first of the present month. Prior 
to .its expiration the Dail had passed a bill 
dealing with the arrest and detention of persons 
in certain circumstances. The measure which 
he was introducing was for the purpose of 
continuing certain provisions of the Public 
Safety Act-;which related to the punishment 
of certain forms of crime, which arose out 
of the disturbed condition of the country. 

Mr. Johnson said that. the Minister had 


not indicated the scope and purport oí the

: ‘Mr. -O*Higgins)saidthat the biti would deal 
with those aspects of the public safety which 
had not been dealt ‘with in:the bill which

It consisted of eleven sections. The bill dealt 
with «the seizure oí all animals trespassing ; 
the restitution of stolen property, and the 
punishment’ of guilty persons; the recovery of 
property representing stolen property or 
funds; the»recovery of money in banks re- 
presenting stolen’ property or funds ; change of 
yenue of trials, and power to make rules, 
etc. It was proposed that the Act should

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins said hat he thought 
there would be general agreement on the 
broad principle of the bill; that it was neces- 
sary to have proper control of all lethal 
weapons within the country. The prepara- 
tion of: a. permanent measure to control fire- 
arms was under consideration, and it was pro- 
posed that the life of the present bill, pending 
the introduction. of. the permanent measure, 
would be twelve months. 

Mr. : Johnson warned the Government

HOUSING BILL. 


The Committee Stage of the Housing (Build- 
ing Facilities) Bill was then taken: | 

The President said that some doubt ap- 
peared to be prevalent amongst deputies 
regarding the amendment accepted the Ag” 
vious day about self-contained flats. He had 
examined the matter, and had come to the 
conclusion that the acceptance of the amend- 
ment did not unbalance the bill in any 
particular. And while it might, in the 
opinion of some, be advisable to divide Clause 
3 of the bill into three parts— (1) dealing with 
new houses, (2) dealing with the consteaction 
of buildings which are contained flats, and 
(3) reconstructing houses to make them suit- 
able for: flats—it would mean repeating in 
three parts of a section what was embodied 
in one. It was anticipated that any rules 
which would be adopted under the bill could 
be so arranged that they would. deal with 
a particular type of house, “so that the rules 
would more than meet any of the objections 
that were made to the bill the previous day, 
or to this particular clause. 

Mr. Heffernan moved to delcte the limita- 
tion to urban districts, which occurs in Sec-, 
tion á. He said that the houses of many 
shall farmers badly needed reconstruction, 
and the owners should be ‘helped to re- 
construct. 

President Cosgrave said that the objection 
was the cost of administration and super- 
vision in rural ageas’ The cost which the 
State would have to bear to make the service 
efficient would be almost equal to the total 
amount provided. 

Continuing, the President said that the 
construction of dwellings in ‘urban areas had 
not received the same attention as construc- 
tion in rural areas. 

Mr. Gorey said that the construction in 
rural areas had been done, not at the expense 
of the State, but of the farmers. 

President Cosgrave said that this vas the 
first time that the State had come forward 
to help all. sections of the community up to 
a certain figure. They were criticised because 
they had not extended -one particular ad- 
vantage in all directions. With reference to 
what had already been done for rural areas, 


he pointed to the difference in the rates paid | 


by the rural and urban authorities, -respec- 
tively, for the money expended on housing 
schemes. Rural areas had got money for 
labourers’ cottages at £2 1s. 7d. per cent. 


No Act of Parliament 


Mr. Johnson said that there was a restric- 
tion in the bill that rents should not exceed 
a certain limit, If there was no such pro- 
tection as this amendment would give, ‘the 
protection given by the other restrictions 
might be lost. As for himself, he was some. 
what indifferent, because he did not think 
that the bill would be very much good. lif 
the Minister saw some better way of meeting 
Mr. Corish’s object he would be satisfied, 
Mr. Hewat said that he thought it a mis- 
fortune that the Government should be re- 
quired to give any subsidy. 
The President said that more than ordinary 
steps should be taken to make the bill a 
success. He recalled that about the year 
1876 a number of . gentlemen __repre- 
senting all classes in Dublin | came 
together and formed a society that was knowu 
as the Dubiin Artisans’ Dwellings Company. 
Looking over the list of these gentlemen and 
the huge subscriptions contributed by them, 
one was amazed to find that there was at 
that time—fifty years ago—among_ these 
people a conception of their duty as citizens. 
A great change had come over the City of 
Dublin since then; but he thought it was 
possible to get together in our own day an 
organisation of business .and professional 
people who would be able to do as much as 
those of 1876 in the matter of housing with- 
out imeurring any loss. From the reports in 
the morning papers he learned that the Tram- 
ways Company were considering the question

APPEAL TO BUSINESS MEN. 


Was it not possible to get together mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce and all the 
big business and professional people, and to 
ascertain what guarantee they would give, 
granted that this bill was a practical pro- 
position. They would be able to build five 
hundred houses, the cost of which would be 
about £200,000. With assistance from the 
Government, that was not a very big sum, 
and it ought not to be allowed to he said 
that that money could» not be raised in 
Dublin. ' 

They should be able to erect at least 400 
or 500 houses. If the members of this House 
and those to whom he alluded were not so 
satisfied as to be able to back their own 
opinions in this matter, then this bill would 
he feared, be a failure. He was himself pre- 
pared to call a meeting at any time that 
might be convenient, with a view to giving 
effect to something more than writing head- 
lines for other people to follow. 

Mr Johnson said that he thought the bill 
might be made watertight by having some 
such phraseology as. that in the amendmcnt 
inserted in the bill. 

The Fresident undertook to consider the 
matter before the report stage, and - the 
amendment was, by leave, withdrawn.

CANAL COMMISSION. 


Mr. William Davin resumed the adjourned 
debate on the motion of Mr. Darrel Figzis:

1923.””

COUNTRY SLUMS. 


Mr. Heffernan said that the members of 
the Farmers” Party were in sympathy with 
the bill in so far as it aimed at clearing the 
slum areas, and they were not blind to the 
conditions that existed in the 
They ‘thought, however, that this bill would 
not benefit the slum dwellers very much: the 
gi fixed for the houses could not, be paid 
y sium dwellers. There were slums in the 
country almost as bad, if not quite as bad, 
as in the cities. The President must be aware 
of the conditions existing in many parts of 
the West. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that he regretted 
that the bill did not go far. enough and that 
the Goyernment was not able to carry out 
this scheme on a larger scale. Under the bill 
they could reconstruct houses in the City of 
Dublin, but not outside the boundary. ~ He 
thong that it would be well te get people 
out, Of the slums to country air outside the 
boundary of the city, but where they would 
stil be near enough to their work. 

Mr. Gorey said that in the cities there 
were bad slums, but they had houses. In 
the country they had some places where there 
were no houses. but mud hovels. 

Mr. Johnson said that it was very desirable 


that rural slums should be abolished and re 


placed by better habitations, but it was not 
quite true to say that the bad house occupied 
by the small farmer in the country was in 
the same position as the urban slum, because, 
as a rule, it was not occupied by two or three 
families, as was often the case in the town. 
In some towns of under 500 inhabitants houses 
were. very bad—indeed, as bad as they were 
in the City of Dublin—and some of the old 
houses in such towns might be reconstructed 
if the bill allowed it. He thought that the 
amendment should be accepted. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 38 votes to 22. 

Mr. Johnson (for Mr. Corish) moved an 
amendment making it unlawful for any person 
at any time before the 26th June, 1926, to 
transfer or accept the transfer of an optior 
or agreement to purchase, lease, or rent a 
house in respect of the erection or reconstruc- 
tion of which a grant is made under this 
Act in return for the payment of any sum 
or the giving of any other consideration. 

Mr. Johnson said that he took it that the 
object of Mr. Corish was to prevent 
‘*wangling " between the builder and his 
friends. 


TOO MUCH INTERFERENCE. 


Mr, Hewat said that there was too much

MINISTER’S VIEW. 


Mr. J. McGrath, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the report of the Canal 
Commission was undoubtedly an admirable 
one, and showed that close and exhaustive 
attention was given to-details. It came to 
the conclusion that the inland waterways of 
the country were very important and were 3 
very great asset’ in the development of ‘the 
country. They also came to the conclusion 
that a very large sum of money should be 
expended in anticipation of the very great 
benefit that would be derived from the de- 
velopment of canals. 

The main proposals of the Commidsion 
were :—(1) The establishment of a public 
authority, called the Waterway Board, with 
a technical and -administrative staff; (2) t6 
transfer the property in waterways, natural 
and artificial, to the Waterway Board; and 
(5) the expenditure as an initia) measure of 
£472.00. These three recommendations did 
not exhaust all the matters that would need 
financial support. In other words, there was 
a good deal more than what wes shown in 
the report before the canals or waterways 
would be made a really efficient service. 

The Government knew that the cost of 
carrying out the recommendations of the 
Commission would fall upon” the taxpayers, 


and they did not believe that the taking over ' 


of the inland waterways would be good busi- 
ness. About £700,000 or £800,000 would be 
necessary to put the report into effect, and 
the resulting benefit would be very doubtful. 
It would take a long number of years before 
the revenue of the country derived any ad- 
vantage from the putting of the report into 
effect. In view of the fact that the Budget 
was not yet balanced, the Government could 
not undertake such an expenditure as the 
undertaking would involve; and he would 
go further and say that unless there was 
an actual surplus they would not feel that 
they would be doing their duty to the people 
if they carried the recommendations in the 
report into effect. 

He did not see how they could take pro- 
perty from its rightful owner, and give it to 
somebody else. If Mr. Figgis and his friends 
would promote a private bill it would give 
them an opportunity of putting up their case, 
and of giving the present owners a similar 
opportunity on their side. 

Mr. Figgis, in reply, said that the canals 
ought to be in the hands of the Government, 
and that facilities should be given to run 
them in competition with the railways.
